“Events such as the Kansas 
basin floods, in greater or less 
extent, will occur in the Missouri 
basin until this nation resolves 
its schedule on completion of the 
Missouri river plan,” he said. 


“It remains to be determined if 
that plan is to go forward at a 
rate that permits its completion 
in a minimum of 20 years or a 
maximum of a cenury. In fixing 
that rate the country will be de- 
termining if it wishes to make 
large expenditures for construc- 
tion, or continue to pay the price 
without getting the cure that it 
has paid in the past decade for 
flood and drouth control.” 

Federal officials estimated that 
damage.in the Kansas-Missouri 
flood area will exceed one billion 
dollars, not including the huge re- 
habilitation job to be done after 
the waters recede.

quire it to look to the return 
from its operations as a whole 
to 1 nse it.” 

There is another point on which 
the commission has shown reluc- 
tance td go along with Public 
Service Co. proposals. That issue 
is the company’s right to with- 
draw from its less profitable oper- 
ations.in the county, turning them 
over to County Transit. 

While a three-man majority of 
the commission in June, 1950, ap- 
proved a joint proposal of Public 
Service and County Transit for a 
reshuffling of county lines to 
avoid duplication of service, it did 
so with misgivings: . 

“Were it necessary for us to 
consider our actions in this case 
a finality it. woyld be doubtful if 
we could considtr such a transfer 
as being in the public interest. 
We seriously doubt that the imme- 
diate relief that will accrue to 
County Transit will be lasting or 
will extricate that company from 
its financial dilemma. It is imper- 
ative, therefore, that the course 
of @action we. prescribe in this 
case’ be in.the nature of a tem- 
porary or trial basis.” 

. Dissenters to Opinion. 

Chairman Morris E. Osburn and 
Commissioner Charles L. Henson 
dissented from the majority opin- 
ion, Henson particularly objecting 
to the shift of the Kirkwood 01 
and part of the Creve Coeur 05 
lines to County Transit. The ne- 
cessity for an area-wide approach 
to the transportation problem is 
cleafly stated in his dissent: 

‘The areas served by the (two 
Jines) are within the metropolHtan 
area. of the City of St. Louis. 
These lines have been in operation 
and serving their respective areas 
for more than a half century. 
large’ measure, the existing popu- 
lation in these areas is the result 
of the natural expansion of the 
City of St. Louis. 

“The people of this metropoli- 
tanarea of St. Louis have many 
common interests, particularly in 
this} mass transportation prob- 
lem, and this metropolitan area 
shogild be treated as a unit in all 
our, efforts to solve the mass 
transportation needs there. ... 

“Of a certainty the problems 
will not be solved by permitting 
the stronger and better financial- 
ly equipped company to be re- 
leased from its responsibility to 
the smaller company which re- 
mains unduly burdened with the 
continued operation of many un- 
profitable lines not included in 
the» comprehensive plan _ sub- 
mitted and approved herein.” 

County Transit Drops Line. 

In less than a year County 
Transit was back before the com- 
mission asking for authority to 
abandon one of the lines trans- 
ferred to it—the Brentwood- 
Richmond Heights line. The per- 
’ mission was granted this month, 
with Osburn and Henson again 
dissenting. 

The five members of the ii- 
partisan commission, appointees 
of governors, in addition to 
Chairman Osburn (Dem.), Shel- 


byville, and Henson (ewm.) of | 


Springfield, are Kyle D. Williams 
Clintock (Dem.)

The commission members work 
hard for their salaries of $7000 
a year.

“I would state it as the first 
and most basic assumption of our 
foreign policy that there is no 
room for retreat from the princi- 
ples of the United Nations char- 
ter,” Gross said. “The second 
major assumption of our foreign 
policy is that we should lead and 
assist in the accomplishment of 
these objectives through co-oper- 
ative action.” 

In obvious answer to recent 
suggestions from Moscow that the 
East and West can get along on 
peaceful terms, he defined co-op- 
erative action as “a wey of liv- 
ing and looking ahead at things,” 
that “cannot be shut off and on 
like water from a faucet to meet 
the selfish requirements of a par- 
ticular situation.”

He said there is no connec- 
tion between the two cases and 
that they are not related to the 
disappearance on May 25 of two 
Foreign Office officials—Donald 
MacLean and Guy Burgess—who 
are now présumed to be in So- 
viet-controlled territory. 


Ridsdale refused to give any in- 
dication of how important a post 
the foreign office official held. 


Other sources, including the So- | 


ciety for Cultural Relations with 
the U.S.S.R., identified the scien- 
tist as Dr. E. H. Burhop. 


Burhop, 40 years old; was the 
only one of 20 members of a

Burhop, an Australian, was a 
physics lecturer at the University 
of London. He is secretary of the 
Atom Scientists Committee of the 
Association of Scientific Workers 
and a signer of the Communist- 
sponsored world peace petition. 

Statement by Son. 


At his home; a son told report- 
ers his father “worked for the 
atomic energy project in America 
for 18 months up to 1945, when he 
resigned. Most, if not all, of the 
results of his atomic energy re- 
search were published. Since 1945 
he had worked only on non-secret 
research.” 


Earlier, Burhop himself. had 
told reporters: 


“It is now nearly six years 
since I had any connection what- 
ever with the atomic energy proj- 
ect and during that time I have 
had no access whatever fo docu- 
ments of a secret or restricted 
character. 


“As far as I know the great 
bulk of the secret information 
with which I had any contact 
during the war has long since 
been published.” 


At a British-Soviet Society 
meeting two years ago Burhop 
denounced the use by the Ameri- 
can air force of British bases. 
Asked then if he was a Commu- 
nist, Burhop replied: “A man’s 
politics—like his religion—are a 
private matter.”

Sec- 
retary of the Air Force Thomas Finletter 
entertained him at dinner. At a Spanish 
Embassy party, Gallarza chatted with United 
States military men of considerable rank. 

Then followed the visit to Madrid of eight 
United States Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee members. A few days after they left, 
the United States Chief of Naval Operations 
Adm. Forrest P Sherman appeared in. the 
Spanish capital. eo 

Until now, despite recurrent rumors that 
he was going there, Gen. Eisenhower has 
avoided Madrid. Sudden arrival of one of 
the three American Chiefs of Staff indicated 
an important departure in United States re- 
lations with Falangist Spain. 

After Adm. Sherman had met Generalis- | 
simo Franco twice it was reliably disclosed 
that an American-Spanish agreement had 
been reached “in principle’ whereby 
United States armed forces would be given 
access to air and naval bases in Spain. 

Such a deal has long been in sight. In the | 
North Atlantic Couscil Portugal repeatedly 
proposed Spanish membership. A majority 
of the twelve Atlantic allies received that 
suggestion with surly silence or open hos- 
tility. 

Washington was forced to conclude that 
the front dcor to Spain’s entry into the At- 
lantie family was bolted. Belgium and Lux- 
embourg, while less articulate, disliked the 
idea. Britain, France and Holland openly 
opposed it. Denmark and Norway intimated 
that if it came to a showdown they would 
‘use their veto against inviting Spain to join 
the Atlantic pact. . 

YET THE BACK DOOR WAS OPEN. No 
nation could trespass on United States sover- 
eign foreign policy. and prevent Washington 
from concluding a bilateral military agree- 
ment with Franco. 

Short of that, all that certain interested 
powers could do was convey their displeas- 
ure. The British and French ambassadors in 
Washington did just that. They delivered 
memoranda to Secretary Acheson, lodging 
strong disapproval. 

In substance they said, “It’s not enough 
to keep Franco’s Spain out of NATO. It 
would also be wrong for any individual 
Atlantic ally to side with Franco. 

“In return for Spanish bases the United 
States will .presumably supply military 
equipment to Spain. That can compel 
America’s democratic allies to go short. 
Let’s first buttress the inadequate defenses 
of Atlantic treaty nations. For the United 
States now to make a separate security 
pact with Franco would be highly inoppor- 
tune. It would have a demoralizing effect 
on other NATO countries.” 

A couple of days later Norway’s ambassa- 
dor in Washington visited Acheson and spoke 
similarly. 

Considering the outcry from Europe against 
the United States-Spanish deal, people are 
asking-““Why is America in such a hurry even 
at the cost of offending its best friends 
abroad?” 

One answer seems to be that European 
defense is running behind schedule and 


every effort must be made in every direction 
Defense leaders hope much 


to catch up. 
progress can be reported at the next meet- 
ing of the Atlantic Council foreign ministers, 
probably in September. 

The rush to bring fae American-Spanish 
arrangement safely into port swiftly is also 
viewed as another move by the Adminis- 
tration to placate its opponents in the 
Senate and House. Especially, from the 
Republican camp, but also beyond it, pres- 
sure has been constant and intense for 
coming to terms with Franco. 

In their eagerness to restore a maximum 
of bipartisanship in foreign policy President 
Truman and Acheson are ready to toss this 
disputed Spanish bone to their congressional 
' eritics. They hope that will create more 
common ground between executive and legis- 
lature on more important foreign and 
domestic issues. 

Acheson defended the American-Spanish 
negotiations at his press conference this 


week. He underscored Spain's strategic im- | 


portance to western Europe’s defense. He 
admitted failure to find a common position 
with Britain and France on this issue. But 
he said the United States was initiating ex- 
ploratory conversations with Franco anyway. 

Acheson tried to dispel suspicion that 
American bases in Spain meant that if war 
comes we would stand at the Pyrenees, writ- 
ing off the rest of Europe as expendable. 

“It is our firm intention to see to it that 
if western Europe is attacked it will be de- 
fended and not liberated,” he said. 

He met another objection by proclaiming 
clear priority for Atlantic allies when it 
comes to United States military and economic 
aid. It is likely United States military aid 
for Spain will be forthcoming only as and 
when such supplies are available after our 
Atlantic allies have been taken care of. That 
may mean that only a trickle would flow to 
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THIS ENTIRE PROJECT has been evolv- 
ing for a long time. More than five years 
ago America’s Trans-World Airlines helped 
construct the new Madrid airport in the sub- 
urb of Barajas; its heavy strips are capable 
of accommodating B-36 bombers. | 

When this correspondent visited Madrid 
last January, United States and Spanish 
‘officers were speaking openly of eventual 
America bomber bases in the Palencia,’ 
Guadalquivir and Ebro valley areas. There 
was also talk of improving certain’ Span- 
ish harbors to accommodate United States 
warships. ' 

Such a deal with Spain received powerful 
support from leading Senators and Con- 
gressmen. 

Clearly as part of this new chapter in 
American-Spanish relations, Franco reshuf- 
fled his cabinet right after Adm. Sherman's 
Madrid visit. Primary purpose of the shake- 
up is to make the Spanish Government more 
palatable to the Western powers. 

If the future should present restoration of 
‘the dynasty as the only alternative to civil 
war, Franco may eventually plump for the 
monarchy. His relations with Don Juan, the 
pretender, are unfriendly. Conceiyably, Don 
Juan’s 13-year-old son, Juan Carlos, could 
succeed to the crown with Franco staying as 
omnipotent regent. That’s how Adm. Horthy 
kept the kingdom of Hungary kingless for 


25 years. 
IN ASSESSING PROSPECTS for a genu- 


4ne monarchist revival or for liberalization of 


the regime, one can assume that Franco will 
not wage a revolution against himself. 

Meanwhile the American-Spanish military 
pact is raising a storm. Spain’s value as an 
ally is being hotly questioned. — 

The Frénch are ‘asking, “Why Spanish 
bases?” They remind us that something 
like 80 air bases will be available to the 
United States in France, another 80 in 
Morocco, to say nothing of those in the 
British isles, western Germany and else- 
where. They also mention that France and 
North Africa offer the United States Navy 
excellent harbors. 


Aren’t they an asset to the anti-Communist 
world? The answer isn’t necessarily affirm- 
ative.

2. The United States will have to continue 
its military aid to Europe. Without such aid | 
Western Europe cannot possibly maintain a} 
decent standard of living and arm at the same 
time. The amount of this aid may be cut | 
greatly as time goes on but for the moment it | 
must be substantial. 

Such aid—including American war materi- 
al and raw materials and machine-tools for 


_ 


Europe’s own armaments industry—came to 
one billion dollars in the fiscal year July 1, 
1949, to June 30, 1950. It was stepped up to 
$4,504,000,000 in 1950-51. For the current 
year the President is asking for $5,293,000,000 
as part of a package appropriation under the 
“Mutual Security Act of 1951.” 

This request is now being considered by 
various committees of the House. It has not 
yet gone to the Senate. 

3. The governments of Great Britain, 
France and: Italy must be moderate, reason- 
able and loyal governments. A conservative 
government in Britain would probably bring

would probably try to cut the armaments 


program. 

In France 4 Gaullist government would 
also bring widespread labor trouble and 
would be hard for Eisenhower and the 
United States to deal with.’ 

4. A fair degree of economic prosperity 
must be maintained as a background to heavy 
defense expenditure. The first condition here 


is continued American prosperity, An Amer- 
ican recession, with a, heavy decrease in 
American imports. from Europe and a. slice 
in American aid to. Europe might be fatal. 

Although Western Europe may not be safe 
on the ground until 1953 the North Atlantic 
Treaty has already changed the picture radi- 
cally to Russia’s disadvantage. 

By the end of this year the ground 
forces in Western Europe will already be 
strong enough to-allow Eisenhower and 
his generals to think seriously of hold- 
ing the Rhine in case of a Russian attack.

At 
the same time the Kremlin was engineering 
these two “crusades,” the Soviet Govern- 
ment was using the United Nations organiza- 
tions and the conference of deputy foreign 
ministers at Paris as forums to shout “war- 
monger’ at the United States. 


THERE WERE SLIGHT HINTS this spring 


The immediate Russian objectives, as seen 
from here, are: 

1. To create dissension in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and block 
the rearmament of western Europe, par- 
ticularly of western Germany. 

2. To slow down European economic 
recovery, which is making the rearm- 
ament possible and is caysing defections 
from the Communist party in many na- 
tions. . 

3. To snarl up the almost completed 
negotiations for a Japanese peace pact. 

4. To gain time to eatch up with the 
American A-bomb stockpile and to in- 
crease the-military, forces of Russia and 
its satellites. 

5. To weaken the American defense 
effort by trying to show that the United 
States and Great Britain have nothing to

On the last named point, it is interesting 
to note that some political observers think 
the new Moscow magazine is designed to ap- 
peal to the conservative isolationists in this 
country and to the labor radical Bevanites 


jin Great Britain. From London press dis- 


patches, the British Government was no more 
favorably impressed by the “News” than 
was Washington. 

Many elaborate’ speculations are advanced 
by our experts for the timing of the Krem- 
lin change from a warlike to a “peaceful” 
role. They concede this is crystal ball gaz- 
ing and it is likely that the true answer is a 
combination of factors. 

The two other propaganda offensives, al- 
though ostensibly labelled “peace movements” 
were essentially antagonistic to the United 
States. The Stockholm petition began with 
a meeting of “intellectuals” in Paris in 1948 
and when it ended in November last year, 
its sponsors claimed they had collected 450,- 
000,000 signatures, of which 385,000,000 were 
in Russia and the satellite countries. 


It is revealing that just before the 
Reds launched their military attack 
against South Korea in June, 1950, more 
than half the North Korean population 
was reported to have signed this docu- 
ment. 

While the petitions. were-being circulated, 
the Cominform established the World Peace 
Council.. The announced objective was to get 
signatures to a resolution designed to “cre- 
ate” a movement. of public opinion powerful 


that the Politburo and the Cominform might 
change their tune—their diplomats became a 
little more affable and four power peace 
talks were resumed in Berlin on gontraband 
shipments between east and west Germany. | 

American officials who have dealt with the 
Russians, over the years do not think the) 
switch in the propaganda line means a switch 
in the Kremlin’s over-all objective of world 
domination. As our experts see the present 
situation, the change resulted from the fail- 
ure of the Stockholm and the World Peace

Now American diplomats are impressed 
that the. English articles im the “News” 
are being translated into Russian for pub- 
lication in Moscow newspapers. This ape 
parently means that there is to be some 
sort of a propaganda switch in the Soviet 
Union itself. 

Another fact that impressed the State De- 
partment was that Alexander M. Troyanovsky, 
Russian Ambassador to this country in the 
1930s, had been breught out to dress up the 
magazine with his recollections of American 
efficiency, creative cnerey and democratic 
spirit. 

Troyanovsky, who began his political ca- 
reer as a social Democrat and not as a Com- 
munist, was highly regarded in Washington

Just as Gen. Ridgway was absolutely right 
in refusing to accept the unequal conditions 
with which the Communists surrounded the first 
meetings at Kaesong, so is the U.N. position on 
the Communist demand entirely sound. What 
is being negotiated now is a cease-fire order, 
not a peace agreement together with its detailed 
terms. 

All that is relevant to a cease-fire order are a 
few military considerations—positions of the op- 
posing troops, time of the cessation of fire, rules 
for conduct until further order is given and 
so on. It is no more proper for the Reds to 
demand the withdrawal of all U.N. troops as a 
cease-fire condition than it would be for Gen. 
Ridgway to call on the Chinese forces to get out 
at this time. What happens to the troops of 
both sides is a political issue. The time to take 
it up is after the cease-fire order. No one could 
have made that much clearer than that alleged 
Communist, Secretary Acheson. 

The unreasonableness of this Red demand 


suggests either that the Communists are going 


to make a practice of demanding everything 
whether or not they think they can get it or 
that they are not negotiating in good faith. 
Certainly it vindicates to the fullest Gen. Ridg- 
way’s insistence on a neutral area at Kaesong, 
on the removal of armed guards who treated 
the U.N. negotiators as virtual prisoners and on 
the admission of correspondents. Had Gen. 
Ridgway atcepted the first inequalities imposed, 
a wrong precedent would have been set. As it 
is, the Communists now know that the U.N. 
forces mean business with respect to the cease- 
fire just as they have throughout more than a 
year of war. 

The plain fact of the matter is that though 
the Communists tried to present the U.N. nego- 
tiators as white-flag bearers humbly suing for 
peace, it is the Communists who took the first 
step on the present road. A remark by Soviet» 
U.N. Delegate Malik was the starting point. And 
we can be sure that the Communists would not 
be participating in these negotiations if they 
did not believe that the cease-fire course held 
important benefits for them.

There is a chance, of course, that all this is 
a Communist ruse of some kind, that it is a 
screen behind which the largest Red buildup 
thus far is in progress in anticipation of resump- 
tion of all-out fighting. That is a risk which 
cannot be avoided, circumstances being what 
they are. The western democracies cannot re- 
fuse to talk about peace whenever the Kremlin 
says it is ready and begins to go through the 
motions. 

But all the while, these same democracies 
must guard against being taken in by a Red 
“peace” offensive that may be part of a world- 
wide and long-term campaign of maneuvers con- 
trolled by the “Kremlin. These dangers are

Do They Mean Business? 
Two groups of Congressmen are making, a 
piece of urgent business out of a first-hand view 
of the Missouri-Mississippi floods. One of them 


is the Senate Public Works Committee, headed . 


by Senator Chavez of New Mexico and includ- 


-ing Senator Hennings of St. Louis and Senator 


Carlson of Kansas. Another is a House sub- 
committee on public accounts, led by Represen- 
tative Karsten of St. Louis. Senators Kem of 
Missouri and Schoeppel of Kansas are accom- 
panying the senatorial group, and Chairman 
Karsten has invited Representative Curtis of 
Webster Groves to accompany his subcommittee. 
- The programs of the two groups, as planned, 
included talks with flood victims and local 
people in affected communities @uch as Kan- 
sas City, St. Louis and Jefferson City. 

This is good and much value may come of it. 
But it does not take the place of an independent 
investigation, which a select committee of both 
Houses of Congress should make. What is 
needed is not so much a personal view of the 
high water as an approach to the problem on a 
broad, region-wide basis. ‘ 

Vast sums of money have been spent on piece- 
meal flood control. In the last six yeats alone 
the Army Engineers and their associates in the 
Pick-Sloan “plan” have had $1,250,000,000 from 
Congress for water control engineering on the 
Missouri river system, including flood control. 
Other vast sums have been spent on the Missis- 
sippi over a long, long period of years. Yet 
now the Missouri-Misgissippi area is experienc 
ing the worst flood since 1844. 

Why? 

That is the question for which Congress 
should find the answer. 

If the Public Works Committee and the House 
Public Accounts subcommittee will drive hard 
for an answer and an answer to the question— 
What Should Be Done Now?—the current losses 
will not have been ip vain. But it will take a 
lot more than the old humdrum, line-of-least- 
resistance approach so often used by congres- 
sional committees. The best service both these 
groups can perform for the Missouri and Missis- 
sippi valleys is to push for a thorough investi- 
gation by a truly independent committee of 
both Houses. 

It should be a first mark of independence of 
such a joint committee that its members are 
men whose minds are not closed tight on old 
errors, but who can see, from the monstrous 
evidence of error before their eyes, what we 
must learn and put into effect from the mis- 
takes of the past.

For Some Bridge Building 

One of tbe beauty spots of the Ozarks is 
Montauk State Park at the welling source of 
the Current River. It beckons the fisherman, 
the camper, the nature student, the float trip 
enthusiast and the man who just wants to get 
away from the din and the dirt of the city for a 
few days. Missouri has done much to enhance 
the place, providing a lodge, cabins, shelters, 
picnic areas, auto parks, a museum, a fish 
hatchery and so on. But just try to get into 
the place if the water is high in the Current! 

The main access to the park is over State 
Highway 119, and this road crosses the Current 
twice before bringing the visitor to the main 
buildings. These crossings are made over so- 
called low water bridges which are not bridges 
at all, but rather paved fords. If the river rises 
—as it does about a dozen times a year—they 
are impassable. This is also true of an un- 
marked back country road, known only to local 
people, which crosses Pigeon Creek before 
leading into the park. 

So visitors with park reservations—many of 
them from St. Louis, Kansas City and even 
farther away—find themselves stopped by a 
wide, turbulent stream. Their alternatives are 
to turn back in disappointment or to wait in 
patience for the river to subside; and that 
might be a very, very long wait. At the same 
time, people in the park cannot get out. 

Surely, some bridge building is in order. If 
permanent highway spans are deemed too ex- 
pensive, at least suspension foot bridges ought 
to be provided. Cars then might be parked 
outside the park, but the visitors at least could 
reach shelter. 

Much of Montauk’s charm stems from its 
relative isolation, but surely the absence of 
bridges is an overstress of isolation.

General Eisenhower's speech in Lon- 
don is not one that can be ignored. His 
speech was as deliberate as it was blunt.

tic Treaty would 
create among them- 
selves more unity 
than they have to- 
day.

What a Commander Needs 


It is, unfortunately, far easier 
the need for such an effort than 


have to tackle would be to define the aims 
and dimensions of the common effort. One 
of the things that lies at the root of the 
current malaise of the European people is 
their feeling that they are menaced by 
the unknown. 

The demands that the policy of resisting 
Soviet imperialism puts upon them seem 
to be unlimited; the cry is always for 
more and more quickly, until sometimes 
it seems that the means of avoiding war 
are, on the economic and social sides, as 
painful as war itself. 

That this impression has been allowed 
to grow up is a gigantic blunder. Nobody, 
of course, can define the program in exact 
terms; but it should be easily possible to 
say what it does not amount to. In the 
roughest terms, the British program is 
equal to about one-quarter of a total war 
—and the British program is the biggest 
in Europe. 


The Immediate Agenda °* 


It is simply not true that the peoples of 
Europe have to ruin themselves in order 
to be safe. It is fully possible to draw up 
a program which will at one and the same 
time be large‘ enough to convince the 
Americans that a real effort is be made 
and moderate enough to convince the 
European peoples that they will not be 
ruined. 

The immediate agenda is therefore one 
of European consolidation—a consolidated 
organization working out a consolidated .

Dulles Is Appointed. 

After a long period of diplo- 
matic conversations, Dulles was 
appointed, Jan. 11, 1951, as spe- 
cial representative of President 
Truman, with the rank of ambas- 
sador, to conduct negotiations to 
bring the Japanese peace settle- 
ment to a conclusion. He imme- 
diately left for the Far East where 
he discussed the proposed treaty 
with the occupation and Japanese 
authorities and with the govern- 
ments of the Philippine republic, 
Australia and New Zealand. 

By the end of March, the Unit- 
ed States had completed a tenta- 
tive draft of a treaty and had fur- 
nished copies to the other 15 
nations concerned. The Soviet 
Union refused to resume discus- 
sions on a Japanese pact. How- 
ever, they presented their ob- 
jections. . ; 

The United States reply is the 
most forthright document in our 
diplomatic history. It called at- 
tention to the reason the United 
States would not agree to refer 
the treaty to the Council of For- 
eign Ministers, saying “The rea- 
son, among others is that the sys- 
tematic misuse in tHe council of 
veto power militates against the 
speedy achievement, through the 
council of an early peace treaty. 

Cites Japanese Prisoners. 

It called attention to the 200,- 
000 Japanese prisoners still held 
by the Soviet Union. And it stated, 
with reference to a future military 
threat from Japan, that “this is 
a matter of profound concern to 
the United States, which bore the 
burden of Japan’s war of aggres- 
sion for nearly four years as 
against six days of Soviet belliger- 
ency.” 

Other diplomatic discussions re- 
vealed serious differences. The 
British wanted to impose commer- 
cial restrictions on Japanese trade 
and shipping, whereas the United 
States, which already had con- 
tributed” two billion dollars to 
the Japanese economy, held that 
the Japanese must be given, 
through trade, a chance to main- 
tain a minimum standard of liv- 
ing. The British also wanted to 
use the Japanese gold reserve of 
$200,000,000 as reparations. 

Australia and New Zealand were 
fearful of a rebirth of Japanese 
military power. Their fears have 
been allayed by a treaty with the 

United States in which “each 
party recognizes that an armed 
attack in the Pacific area would 
be dangerous to its own peace and 
safety and declares that it would 
act to meet the common danger 
in accordance with its constitu- 
tional nreresses.” 
Philippines Unhappy 

The Philippine republic is un- 
Rappy because of the failure of 
the draft treaty to include rep- 
arations. They had demanded rep- 
arations of $8,079,624,000. Presi- 
dent Elpidio Quirino expressed 
his indignation, saying, “It passes 
-understanding for its insensibility 
to the justice of our claims as a 
victim of wanton aggression. 
Dulles’s effigy was burned in a 
protest rally of the Liberal Youth 
League. The Filipinos may not 
have realized, or do not care, that 
any reparations from Japan would 
have to come from the United 
States through Japan. 

- Another major,issue which has 
been evaded in the treaty is the 
problem of China. The Soviet 
Union demanded that the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China (Commu- 
nist).be a party to the treaty. The 
United States pointed out that 
the Cairo declaration referred to 
the ‘Republic of China, namely 
the government of Chiang Kai- 
shek, and asked whether the So- 
viet Union desired. that Manchu- 
ria, the Pescadores and Formosa 
should be restored to the Repub- 
lic of China. As the treaty now 
stands, Japan will determine the 
Chinese state with which it wish- 
es to treat. 

Provisions of Treaty. ; 

The principal provisions of the 
treaty (1) deprive Japan of all the 
conquered territories of the past 
55 years and the Ryukus and 
Bonin islands which are placed 
under a United Nations 
ship to be administered by the 


United States; (2) recognize that. 


Japan as a sovereign nation has 
the right of individual or collec- 
tive self-defense; (3) give Japan 
full freedom in international

NEW YORK, ‘July 21. 

HE Kremlin chose one of its 

most skillful propagandists to 

launch its newest propa- 
ganda effort to convince the West 
that the Soviet Union wants 
peace and that capitalism and 
Communism can ‘get along to- 
gether. By choosing the bril- 
liant historian, Eugene Tarle, to 
direct. the campaign, slapped a 
big, red “danger” label on it. 

The latest propaganda offen- 
sive maneuver developed with 
Moscow publication of “News,” a 
magazine in the English language, 
which announced itself to be de- 
voted to the’ cause of friendship 
between the Soviet peoples and 
those of Britain and the United 
States. 

A Complete Cynic. 


Tarle is an expert at this sort 
of thing. He belongs .to that 
school of the Soviet intelligentsia 
whose stock in trade is complete 
cynicism. What Ilya Ehrenburg 
is to the Soviet press—a cold- 
blooded realist who has managed 
to twist and turn with the tide 
and come out on top—Tarle is 
to Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

Tarle himself only narrowly 
escaped extinction back in the 
days of the frenzied Soviet Com- 
munist party housecleaning of 
the 1930s. He occasionally has 
slipped since, but he has always 
bounced back. | 

Tarle’s background gives a 
good indication of Soviet inten- 
tions. Tarle occupies the chair of 
history in the Academy of Sci-' 
ences and is one of the top men 
in' the Leningrad State Univer- 
sity. He holds three Stalin prizes 
and the Order of Lenin for his 
services in making Russian his- 
tory fit Communist ideology. He 
has other decorations for various 
other services, including that of 
a commissioner to investigate 
Nazi war crimes in the U.S.S.R. 


Propaganda Bellwether. 


Today Tarle is a bellwether of 
Soviet propagandists. His “History 
of Diplomacy” won him Kremlin 
gratitude for claiming that Rus- 
sian and Soviet history is one of 
faithfully observed international 
agreements. 

Tarle’s writings often have 
been looked upon as forerunners 
of Shifts in Soviet policy. He often 
has devoted himself to attempts 
to split the alliance between the 
United States and Britain. He is 
a man chosen to strike while the 
Kremlin thinks the iron is hot: 

Thus, in April 1947, before the 
birth of the Marshall Plan, Tarle 
played on frayed British , nerves 
by insisting that President Tru- 
man’s program in Greece and 
Turkey was really aimed against 
Britain, to end her influence in 
the Middle East and seize her oil. 
This came at a time when Brit- 
ain was tottering almost beyond 
hope in her struggle to recon- 
struct her war-battered economy. 

About the same time, Tarle 
was accusing the United States of 
preparing for a new war. He 
trumpeted the line that the Soviet 
Union bore almost the entire bur- 
den of World War II without suf- 
ficient aid from the West. 

In the next breath he was 
dwelling on “friendship of the 
great Soviet peoples and the 
American people.” He even sent, 
in the name of the U.S.S.R., “cor- 
dial greetings to ®ur Allies” on 
the secogd anniversary of Victory 
Day, the Soviet equivalent of V-E 
day. 

Reaction to A-Bomb. 

When the.North Atlantic treaty 
was signed, Tarle was called on 
to announce that the Russians 
“are not frightened.” It was he 
who then launched ‘a series of 
blasts concerning the atomic 
bomb, that it was no longer a 
monopoly, and the Soviet Union 
was usiAg atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes while the West 
used it for “blackmail.” 

It was Tarle who announced to 
the Soviet peoples that the atom- 
bombing of Hiroshima was “vil- 
lainous and terroristie,” and un- 
necessary to end the war with 
Japan, because the war was al- 
ready won by Soviet armies in 
Manchuria. | :

PRAVDA PIPES TUNE 
PARTY-LINERS DANCE 
T to have invented nearly every- 

thing else, has one invention 
nobody will dispute—it has the 
world’s dullest newspapers, and 
the dullest of these is Pravda. 
Imagine yourself a Communist 
party functionary, say, the leader 
of the party organization in a fac- 
tory, charged with maintaining 
discipline and preventing mis- 
takes by inept workers. Every 
day, seyen days.a week, you rush 
to the newsstand and stand in 
line to pay 20 kopeks—five cents 
at Russia’s valuation—for your 
copy of Pravda. ‘ 

You have to hurry, because 
Pravda is not intended for the 
masses and there are just about 
enough to supply the members of 
the Communist party. 


Your only concern is Page 
One, columns one and two. Here 


HE Soviet Union, which claims 


blowing in the approved Stalinist 
double-talk. Here you will find 
what the party is thinking about. 
You read the two-column head- 
line anxiously. 

“Better organization of the 
work of the harvest,” it says, and 
you breathe a sign of relief. Not 
you—not today, anyway. The next 
day it’s “raise the level of leader- 
ship in the economy.” You are 
spared again. The next day it’s 
“Bolshevik firmness in work.” 
This may be it. 

You skim quickly over the first 
five or six paragraphs. The arti- 
cles all read the same in the be- 
ginning, first a glittering general- 
ity about the topic in hand; then, 
invariably the words “Comrade 
Stalin teaches,” or some variant 
thereof, along with a couple of 
lines of quotation from the 
master. 

Search for Key Word. 

But you are looking for a key 
word. It usually comes aftet 
Pravda finishes saying that things 
are pretty good in general. 

One day the word is “odnako,” 
meaning “however.” Another day 
it may be “regrettably,” or “on 
the other hand,” or just plain 
“but.” This is it! 

Then Pravda will center its fire 
on the target for the day. It may 
be that not enough attention is 
being paid to party leadership in 
the factory organization. If it is, 
you are getting off easy. It may 
speak of “serious shortcomings.” 
Even this is not so bad, for you 
can confess it is so, discipline a 
section foreman or two and make 
things look right for a while. 

But it may be that Pravda finds 
that the way things are being run 
amounts to “anti-state activity.” 

That, brother, is bad. You are 
on your way to being bounced 
and possibly a job in a cooler 
climate. 5 
This, of course, is news to the 
party people concerned, but it is 
dreary stuff to everybody else, 
and so is the rest of Pravda. 

Always Looks the Same. - 

Pravda has brought the news- 
less newspaper to a point of per- 
fection. Every day, seven days a 
week, it looks just the same all) 
through its four pages, except for 
the headlines, and even some 
headlines are the same as the 
day before. 

Its style is atrocious, as if the 
editors“had studied every means 
of making it as difficult as pos- 
sible to read. It is full of stock 
phrases and dotted liberally with 
outlandishly adoring words about 
Stalin, as if the words had been 
sprinkled in from a salt-shaker. 

The phrase, “as is known,” pops 
up regularly. This phrase is used

Pravda happens to be concerned 
with, 

But for all this, Pravda is prob- 
ably the most powerful and most 
feared newspaper in the world. 
It pipes the tune which all the 
Soviet press must dance. It lays 
down the law of the Communist 
party which rules 200,000,000 peo- 
ple. It pronounces sentence on 
straying Communists. 

Saddest of all for Pravda, not 
even its own editors are safe. 
They may feel the ax just as well 
as the next fellow. 

Pravda is edited by a collegium, 
headed by the powerful Mikhail 
Suslov, who is close to the Polit- 
buro and may even be a member 
by now. At any rate, he is‘a 
Communist party secretary. 

Items Carefully Weighed. 

Everything that goes into 
Pravda is weighed carefully in 
advance.’ When it appears on the 
streets, the message it bears be- 
comes the gospel according to the 
Politburo, but it seldom says any- 
thing directly; it is as if it were 
trying to hide its real meaning 
so that none but schooled Com- 
munists could understar.d. 

Pravda’s masthead bears a pic- 
ture of Lenin, Over the name of 
the paper are the words: “Pro- 
letariat of all countries, unite. All 
union Communist party (Bolshe- 
vik).” Just below the name of the 
paper are the words which explain 
its power: “Organ of the Central 
Committee and MKVKP (B).” The 
initials stand for “Moscow Com- 
mittee” and “All Union Commu- 
nist Party (Bolshevik).” 

Most likely, alongside the nag- 
ging and scolding of columns one 
and two above the fold, there will 
be a letter to Stalin. The ap- 
proach to this is always the same. 
The headline says a mouthful 
like: “From the collective farmers, 
workers of machine-tractor sta- 
tions and state farms, specialists 
and scientific workers of agricul- 
ture of the Estonian S.S.R.” All 
this is in lighter face type, and 
then in big, bold face: “To the 
great leader and teacher of the 
Soviet people, Comrade Joseph 
Vissarionovich Stalin.” 

“Dear Joseph Vissarionovich,” 
starts the letter, and it may go on 
for column after column, or it 
may be only a dozen paragraphs 
or so. It outlines the promises 
of the outfit sending the letter, 
org workers probably never 
saw it. 


Special Events. 

If there is no letter to Stalin 
in these columns, the space usu- 
ally is devoted to.some special 
event. There is always some sort 
of special event, such as the cele- 
bration of Ukrainian culture or 
of International Children’s day. 
All of it is highly laudatory of 
Stalin, the Communist party and 
the Soviet government. 

Depending on the amount of 


space needed for the letter to’ 


Stalin, or whatever, column six 
may be used for a series of fairly 
‘meaningless items from here and 
there, as often as not from the 
satellite Communist countries. 
This takes care of Page One, 
for Pravda is a six-column news- 
paper. However, at the bottom of 
Page One there is often a row 
of one-column pictures. These 
generally are winners of Stalin 
prizes. Sqgme days there may be 


two or three. Some days there 


are half a dozen. They may have 
won the prize many months be- 
fore. 

Turn to Page Two. This is de- 
voted mostly to, what Pfavda is 
pleased to call “party themes.” 
Tucked away on Page Two may 
be the article, from a_ special 
Pravda correspondent, which in- 
spired the feared article on Page 
One—a tart criticism of this or 
that enterprise. There may be a 
special article by .a Soviet big 
shot at the bottom of the page. 

Essay Makes Targets Squirm. 

In the. upper left-hand corner 
there may be a “feuilleton,” or 
essay. This is a Pravda device 
for making its targets squirm. It

The ones from 
Tass’s bureaus in the capitalistic 
nations are a dreary parade of 
denunciations of the West, in 
smoky phrases that would be 
difficult to read even for a Com- 
munist. Some days all of Page 
Three may be devoted to printing 
an entire text of a speech by 
some Soviet leader. 


Page Four is devoted to foreign 
news, sports, radio and theater 
programs. The foreign news from 
special correspondents and Tass 
offices is uncomplimentary to the 
West. The sports news may 
amount to a single paragraph in 
the last column of the last page. 
It usually is about the triumph 
of a Soviet chess, basketball or 
soccer team — they never lose. 
The radio program is in fine print 
and defies understanding by any- 
body who has not had a radio in 
Moscow. The theater program 
also’ is in fine print. The two, 
altogether, take up a quarter of 
a column. 


There is one fascinating fea- 
ture of Page Two which must not 
go unmentioned. It has been 
appearing irregularly once or 
twice a week since December, 
1949. ' 

The headline and introductory 
paragraph are always the same: 

“Stream of Greetings.”

All three territories came un- 
der British rule between 1889 
and 1901, but, it is often argued, 
they are by themselves much too 
small and poor to make much 
progress independently. This has 
led to m suggestions for some 
form of grouping, both political 
and economic, but all proposals 
came up against the same snag: 
Each of the territories had 
reached different stages of de- 
velopment and each had opposing 
ideas on the community roles of 
whites and Negroes. These dif- 
ficulties still apply. 

Southern Rhodesia traditionally 
looks south toward the Cape of 
Good Hope. Politically and eco-’ 
nomically it is a white. man’s 
country. Although only half the 
size of Northern Rhodesia, the 
southern territory has 129,000 
whites compared with 36,000 in 
the northern land. That influx 
of whites has made Southern 
Rhodesia by far the most devel- 
oped of the three territories. 


The white settlers have estab- 
lished a flourishing parliamentary 
system, now under the vigorous 
leadership of Premier Sir Godfrey 
Huggins. 

The territory, often mentioned 
as ripe for dominion status, has 
had self-government since 1923. 
Britain, however, handles its for- 
eign relations. ;

The original Matabele inhab- 
itants, despite these constitutional 
advances, have Httle say in the 
government. They live in _re- 
serves ruled by their tribal lead- 
ers.

That colony now has Brit- 
ish Africa’s first Negro cabinet 
ministers and virtual self-govern- 
ment in internal affairs, but the 
governor, appointed by the British 
Government, has a veto, and ap- 
points whites to three of the four 
most important cabinet jobs. 

In Central Africa the formula 
is somewhat varied because of 
local. cifeumstances, but govern- 
ment advisers feel that they have

THE TOY SOLDIER, by Donald C.

R. REASER, aged 26, is a 
M veteran of World War II. 

Most of the 34 poems in 
his first collection are based on 
his experience as a soldier, 
though they differ from the 
usual war poetry in possessing 
a sogt of jaunty, mocking 
cheer: fatalism devoid of whin- 
ing about fate. 

Technically they will disap- 
point “well-versed” 
The prevailing form is an alter- 
nation of tetrameters and. trim- 
eters, the trimeters rhyming. 
Despite Emily Dickinson's tri- 
umphs with it, this form is so 
outworn that it is unworkable 
nowadays, and regardless of the 
poet’s intention it inevitably de- 
generates into doggerel. 

Perhaps the best poem is No. 
16: “On Viewing Roman Ruins 
in the South of England.” These 
dignified pentameters come as a 
welcome relief after 35 pages 
of mineing tetrameters and pop- 
gun rhymes. 

The poem is impaired, how- 
ever, by an error in both taste 
and technique when Mr. Reaser 
intones: 

“Red lips are not so red as 
stained by 


“The kiss of Owen and his Eng- ° 


lish dead.” 
Here he is not merely echoing 
Wilfrid Owen's oft-quoted: 
“Red lips are not so red 
“As the stained stones kissed by 
the English dead.” 
He is simply lifting the lines. 
The unacknowledged quotation 
might be excused as a heavy- 
footed “allusion,” but this le-

gitimate and familiar device of 
the prose essayist is esthetically 
misplaced in’ a serious poem. 
And Pound’s and Eliot’s prac- 
tice of adapting phrases from 
older poets must be more subtly 
handled than this.

HEN there are other ex- 
amples of legally unques- 
tionable borrowings from

“The Toy Soldier” could have 
been felled in fewer words 
than these, but I chose to ex- 
tend my remarks because this 
book is a tragically valuable 
object lesson. Mr. Reaser tan 
be excused for some of his 
gaucheries because of his youth. 
Perhaps he has an additional 
excuse. He was graduated from 
a large state university only a 
year ago. This school awarded 
him an important prize for the 
manuscript of his poems, so 
surely his faculty advisers were 
familiar with the work. That 
they neither induced him to 
strike out the unfortunate pas- 
sages alluded to above, nor ac- 
quainted him fully with the 
resources — the infinite variety 
—of modern Anglo-American 
prosody, is a sad commentary 
on the scholarship of our state 
universities.

Wives the last four or 
five years the theater- 
going public has become 
conscious of a new term, though 
actually it is no more than a 
new name for something which, 
with variations, is as old as 
drama itself. This term is 
“theater in the round” or arena 
staging. As the conventional 
theater with its picture-frame 
stage and missing fourth wall 
has dwindled away under the 
pressure of the high cost of 
transportation and union labor, 
this new-old type has reasserted 
itself and come to the rescue 
of unnumbered play-lovers who 
have found themselves starved 
for their favorite indoor diver- 
sion. 


Throughout the country many 
imaginative directors have 
turned to this form of presen- 
tation, but among them all one 
has stood out.as the most spec- 
tacular and, perhaps, eveh the 
most successful. This is Margo 
Jones, the gifted and irrepres- 
sible young lady from Texas 
who has established herself as 
pre-eminently the high priest- 
ess of the new order, and whose 
Theater °51—it changes its 
name every New Year’s Eve— 
has become a “must” for every- 
one whose paths lead him to 


| Dallas.

Miss Jones knows as few can 
precisely wheréof she speaks,

posite directions, we have a 
square (or circle) in which the 
players place themselves in the 
middle with the spectators look- 
ing down on them from aill 
sides, Miss Jones says her say 
with admirable conciseness, and 
yet manages to cover the 
ground with surprising thor- 
oughness. . 

The reader puts down the 
book with the feeling that he 
has not only learned, about 
central staging, but also picked 
up the key to the author’s suc- 
cess as a producer. She wastes 
neither words nor time; yet 
nothing of consequence is 
omitted. 

If theater in the round has 
any drawbacks—and there are 
those who think-it does-/-they 
are not mentioned in this book. 
Certainly it is economical. In 
the first place, it is much easier 
to establish than one of the 
usual type, because inasmuch 
as it is usually small, it can be 
set up in almost any large room. 
Furthermore, scenery costs are 
reduced practically to the van- 
ishing point. On the other 
hand, costumes and properties 
must be authentic as they need 
not always be when not exposed 
to such close scrutiny.

HE most important advan- 

tage grows out of the. small 

size and intimate character 
of the theater. (Theater 
seats only 198; Glenn Hughes’s 
Penthouse Theater in Seattle, 
172.) The audience tends to 
merge itself with the cast and 
so become almost a part of the 
play. Finally, its imagination 
is stimulated, and it has no dif- 
ficulty in supplying missing 
scenery and “props.” All of 
this is definitely a point in fav- 
or of this sort of production. 

Because of the succinctness of 
her style, the author manages 
to discuss in less than 230 
the history of central 
staging, various theater-build- 
ings, the staff, the company, 
budgeting, publicity and even 
lighting. The book is a blue- 
print invaluable to anyone who 
plans to initiate a similar proj- 
ect. But its appeal should not 
be limited to him, but should 
embrace all those who love the 
theater and wish to keep 
abreast of its activities.

INSURRECTION by Liam O'Flaherty.

T the more his products re- 
semble designs in metal, etch- 
ing or repousse. He sees the 
places and people of Ireland 
and especially of Dublin with 
an eye as sharp and almost as 
impersonal aga burin or cut- 
ting tool. His brief, declara- 
tive sentences fall on the page 
like drops of acid. His story 
design, etched or hammered 
into shape, has an outline so 
well defined that it can be felt. 
His reader is compelled to see 
the pictures and to share in the 
shifting emotions. a 

In this story of the Easter 
Rebellion, O’Flaherty’s craft is 
at its best. The record of that 
quixotic martyrdom has been 
given very often, and the names 
of its leaders have become part 
of Irish legendry. In O’Flaher- 
ty’s version, the figures of 
Pearse, Connolly and Plunkett 
appear, but momentarily only 
and as a background for others. 

The central figure is a Victor 
McLaglen Irishman, Bartly Mad- 
den by name, a bystander from 
Connemara, who finds himself 
this Easter morning stranded on 


HE longer Liam O’Flaherty’ 


O’Connell street. Like most of 
the Dubliners, he watches the 
rebel march on the Post Office 
as a kind of spectacle, dramatic 
enough but a little ironic like 
the Don’s charge against the 
windmill. Then he is pushed 
into the fight by Mary Coglan, 
an old Irishwoman, who sees in 
Bartly a God-sent protector for 
her boy, Tommy, who has joined 
the rebels.

already, that this kind of narra- 


tive is “exciting,” that it has 
“power and speed,” and that 
readers are jabbed awake con- 
tinuously as the episodes de- 
velop. If thé purpose of narra- 
tive is a vivid picture of ac¢ 
tion, Mr. O’Flaherty succeeds 
magnificently, just as a good 
etcher brings figures and even 
movement to a sharp, prede- 
termined focus. But what is 
lacking in “Insurrection” is also 
what the etching does not have 
—depth and mass and hu- 
manity. : 
The pity is that Mr. O’Flaher- 
ty who possesses these quall- 
ties and has displayed them in 
“Two Lovely Beasts,” does not 
use them here.

The easy victory gave the 
Americans an unbeatable 3-0 lead 
in the best three-put-of-five first 
round series in American Zone 
eliminations and qualified them 
to meet Mexico in the second 
round at Rye, N.Y., Aug. 3-5. 

Twenty-year-old Trabert of Cin- 
cinnati and 34-year-old Talbert of 
New York, with their fine. combi- 
nation of youthful power and ex- 
perienced wisdom, had little dif- 
ficulty following up the straight- 
set singles victories scored yester- 
day by Dick Savitt and Herb 
Flam. 

Only in the third set did the 
Japanese team seriously threaten 
to score their nation’s first set 
victory of the series. 

Trabert’s Service Broken. 

Nakano and *Fujikura, both ex- 
perienced players in their 30's, 
succeeded in breaking young Tra- 
bert’s service in the fourth game 
of this set and moved to a 5-2 
lead. But Trabert held service in 
the eighth game and the Ameri- 
cans broke through Nakano in the 
ninth on two fine cross-court 
placements and one error by each 
of the Japanese. Talbert held 
serivce in the 10th to square the 
set at 5-5. 

And the Americans went ahead 
later at 8-7 when they broke Fuji- 
kura’s service on placements 
down the middle.

CHAPTER ONE 
OME of the backwoods farms 
in the Ozarks are pretty steep, 
and steep also are the stories 
that natives tell about them. 

Many of these tales are true, 
at that. The old gag about the 
farmer falling out of his corn- 
field sounds like a tall tale, but 
people who live in the Ozarks 
know that such accidents are not 
uncommon. 

A friend of mine in McDonald 
county, Missouri, fell out of his 
garden patch, taking a heavy 
wagon and two horses along with 
him. One hears of an orchardist 
near Rogers, Arkansas, who never 
bothers to pick his apples at all. 
He selected the site for the house 
very carefully, and landscaped the 
hillsides a bit. 

So now, when the fruit is ripe, 
he just opens the cellar door. 
Then he goes out and shakes the 
trees, and the apples roll right 
down the hill into the cellar. 

A St. Louis newspaper man 
once declared that he had visited 
a place in Baxter county, Ar- 
kansas, where the farmers put 
spiked boots on all their goats, 
as otherwise the critters couldn't 
git to the pasture. 

I have often been assured that 
some particular field is so steep 
that it is impossible to gather 
the crop in a’ wagon. The only 
way to utilize the corn is to feed 
it right in the field, just turn the 
hogs in and let ’em eat the stuff. 

And in very steep fields it is 
necessary to pole the hogs. This 
means that the farmer fastens a 
pig to the end of a long pole, 
and holds the pole out in such a 
manner that the animal can reach 
the ears. When the corn crop 
fails, the hogs must be held up to 
the oak trees where they feed 
on acorns. 

A reporter asked a man near 
Fayetteville, Arkansas, how he 
ever managed to dig the potatoes 
in his almost perpendicular 
patch. 

“We don’t have to dig ‘taters in 
this country,” was.the answer. 
“We just cut off the end of the 
row, an’ let ‘em fall out.” 

Eureka Springs, Arkansas, is 
probably the hilliest town in the 
Ozark region, and the folk who 
live there tell some pretty rugged 
stories. 

“The old-timers here are the 
windiest people I ever seen,” said 
old man Dennis,. standing beside 
the big spring in Basin Park. 
“Take three drinks of that water, 
an’ you'll never speak the truth 
again.”

ELATED to the yarns about

In behind the Ozark hills, Jesse 
Lewis Russell tells a good story 
about a village realtor who was 
trying to sella rocky little farm. 

He explained to the sucker that 
flint-rocks are necessary to pro- 
ductivity, and that land is no 
good without ’em. Stones retain 
moisture, keep vegetables from 
getting dirty, and so on. . 

Just then a man began loading 
some rocks into a wagon, to haul 
them off the field. ‘“‘Let’s get out 
of here,” said the land agent.

The country’s aridness makes it 
hard on the pigs.

One hears many stories of the 
razorback’s ability to get food un- 
der difficult conditions. “One of 
them wild shoats,” a hunter told 
me, “can hear an acorn drop a 
mile off, an’ run fast enough to 
ketch it on the second bounce.” 

Louis Hanecke, who used to run 
the -.Allred Hotel in Eureka 
Springs, Ark., is credited with 
a yarn about wild hogs that broke 
into a still-house and got gugglin’ 
drunk. Then they ran through 
the woods in packs, killing deer, 
cattle and even bears. 

Some hillfolk near Hot Springs, 
Ark., declare that these whiskey 
maddened razorbacks climbed 
rrees to pull down-coons and bob- 
cats. Even the official state 
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guidebook refers to a hog that 
“knocked over somebody’s. barrel 
of mash, and subsequently went 
off down the valley, hunting 
wolves.” 
There are many legends of 
gigantic beasts and fabulous var- 
mints in the Ozark country. It 
may be that credulous backwoods- 
men believe some of them even

In other words, we started to rebuild 
habitat for the whitetail deer and we created an agency to 
manage scientifically the growth, distribution and harvest of 
these deer. Today we have reports of deer being seen in 
every county in Missouri. 
but the herd certainly totals at least 60,000 animals and is 
still growing wherever there is food and cover to support it, 
It is recognized that in some areas of the deer range today, 
there are the ‘unmistakable danger signs of over-browsing, 
which means that the population is beginning to outgrow its 
food supply. And this growth has taken place in the face of 


an illegal, out-of-season kill which has probably always ex- 


eeeded the legal harvest.

These facts indicate that the Commission, with 
whom I have disagreed more than once on deer pol- 
icy, have made an over-all success of their job. They 
have, in a comparatively short time, brought deer 
back to most of the Missouri deer country. They 
have seen to it that as new areas developed carrying 
eapacity, seed stock was introduced. They have 
managed the harvest well and held the illegal kill 
within limits which are reasonable, considering the 
difficulties of terrain and other factors involved. 
The question in the present controversy, then, is 
whether they know their job well enough so we 
should continue entrusting them with management 
of the deer harvest; or whether we know more about 
deer than they do. 

| * * * 

- @ THERE ARE SEVERAL acts to consider in making such 
a regulation. One of these, although it isn’t good form to 
stress it, is that in recent seasons Missouri sportsmen have 
killed, wounded and left in the woods to ‘rot or die very 
néarly as many dogs, fawns and spike bucks as they have 
taken out legally in the form of bucks with four points or 
more on their antlers.

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Retirement ‘of ‘Manual Gonzaullas, Last of Old-Timers 
On the Force and Known as Quickest Man on the Draw in 
‘Texas, Marks the End of an Era for Famed Texas Rangers

DALLAS, Tex., July 21. 


HE gigantic East Texas oil 


field had just been discov- 
ered. Boomers, crooks, gam- 
blers, con men—all the riff raff 
that used to follow the oil booms 
and some legitimate financiers 
out to make a fast fortune on 
black gold—swarmed into the 
state. 


Kilgore was the heart of the 
boom—rough, muddy, gaudy and 
no place for a tenderfoot. The 
eastern financier waited in line 
at the barbershop and when he 
squeezed in he saw a _ swarthy, 
chunky, squaré-jawed man getting 
a shhve in the last chair in the 
rear, sitting up! 

“Is that the new Texas style?” 
he asked jokingly. 


“Stranger,” he was told, “that’s 
Lone Wolf GonZaullas, the Texas 
Ranger. He always sits in the 
chair ag inst the wall and gets 
his. shaves sitting up. He’s clean- 
ing up this here oil field. He’s 
taking no chances that someone 
might bushwhack him while he’s 
lying down for a shave. 

“They say that even the notches 
on his guns have little notches 
and it ain’t safe for him not to 
be able to see every one who 
comes in.” 


That’s just one of the stories 
that have made Capt. Manual T. 
“Lone Wolf” Gonzaulla< a legend 
of law enforcement in Texas. 


On July 30 he’ll turn over his 
Company B at Dallas to his suc- 
cessor and one of the last links 
between the mounted Rangers of 
early days and the keen-eyed men 
who use planes, radio equipped 
cars and all the scientific aides to 
crime prevention and detection, 
will be snapped. 
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F’S JUST about the last of 
H the old-time ouick-draw art- 

ists and when he packs up his 
guns on the thirtieth, he'll end 30 
vears of colorful law enforcement 
from chasing bandits along the 
Rio Grande to running them down 
in fast, radio cars today. 

And when you say lay down 
his guns, that’s a short statement 
for a big iob, for in his three dec- 
ades in Ranger service. he’s col- 
lected some 580 guns of all tvpes 
and a couple hundred knives, 
dirks and clubs. 

“Lone Wolf” is keening only his 
“hand guns”’—three brace of pis- 
tols that were given him by oil 
and cattleman admirers, all richlv 
inlaid with gold and silver and all 
veterans of many a gunfight. The 
rest he is giving to friends. Some 
he sold. 


Each of the hand guns—two 45 
automatics, tw6 44 calibre pistols 
and two Smith and Wesson 38s on 
a special frame—all hand made 
has the trigger guard cut away. 
That’s for speedy drawing that 
has given Gonzaullas the reputa- 
tion of the fastest man on the 
draw alive today. He’s one of the 
best pistol shots in the world, too. 

“That split second while your 
finger is reaching for the trigger 
might mean the difference in 
whether you come out of a, gun- 
fight alive or dead,” he says. 

The six personal guns have an- 
other unique feature. There are 
safety catches on both sides of the 
hammers. 

“On an ordinary gun, with the 
safety catch on the right side,” he 
explains, “you can make a fast

moil. Mexican bandits raided the 
ranches on the Texas side almost 
at will, the thick brush, sandy 
desert and deep canyons afford- 
ing them plenty of cpver for a 
fast raid and faster retreat. Pro- 
hibition was just a few years old 
and liquor smugglers and officers 
made the smelter district in El 
Paso ring with almost nightly 
gunfire. j 

Gonzaullas came to the Rangers 
after five years in special in- 
telligence for the federal Govern- 
He had ranged the United 
States, Mexico and South 
America, fighting conspiracies 
against the Government and he 
was further equipped for border 
service because he had been in 
the import-export business in El 
Paso and ,knew Spanish fluently. 

He fought pitched battles 
against bandits and smugglers, 
ranging the wild country on 
horseback, often gone for several 
days at a-time and taking nothing 
with him but a small grubstake, 
his horse, a blanket on which he 
slept under the night sky—and 
his hand guns cut away for a split 
second action. 
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FEW years later oil was dis- 
A covered in northwest Texas. 

Local law enforcement offi- 
cers, far too few to combat the 
horde of crooks that follow the 
oil booms for a fast dollar, .were 
helpless to enforce order. 

The call went out, as it has 
for a hundred years, for the 
Rangers and Gonzaullas moved 
into the oil fields. He’s had a fast 
hand in cleaning up every major 
oil boom area, served in all Texas 
martial law rules. 

It was in the early day oil 
booms that a newsaper man hung 
the name of “Lone Wolf” on him.: 
Gonzaullas had the gun fighter’s

The order was met with silence. 
Gonzaullas, the story goes, calmly 
unslung his pistol belt, laid it on 
the ground and crawled under the 
house. A few minutes later the 
man came out with his hands up 
with Gonzaullas following him. 

Gonzaullas has a lofty disdain 
for the “Hard guys” of today al- 
though he takes no chances with 
them. . 

“The old time desperado had a 
pride in his gun throwing abil- 
ity,” he says. “He knew what he

| racks of guns, more mounted 

animals, a clock set in a wooden 
five-pointed Texas star, an almost 
full-sized boot ornament complete 
with spurs, and the modern file 
cases look vastly out of place. 

Gonzaullas, during the last days 
in office, has been coming to work 
in dark brown trousers, a khaki 
shirt and soft panama hat. He 
refused to’have his picture taken 
showing how fast he can draw. 

“There’s lots of outlaws still 
loose who would like to know 
that,” he says. “They could study 
the pictures and possibly get on 
to my style.” 

He’s five feet, ten and three- 
fourths inches tall, weighs 170, 
hair dark brown and beginning to 
gray and has gray eyes that cut 
through you when he’s ired.

When he began his Ranger 
career, the force used the single 
action .45 calibre Colt revolver, 
called the frontier model or 
peacemaker. This gun got a little 
too slow to cope with bad men 
and the Rangers were equipped 
with .44 calibre Smith and Wes- 
sons with a 357 Magnum frame. 
Today the standard side arm is 
the .45 calibre Colt automatic. 

When he started his 30 years of 
fighting crime, most of the Rang- 
ers were on horseback. 

“Only the Captain had a car,” 
he remembers. “He was damned 
particular about who drove it, too. 
About the only time a Ranger 
got behind the whéel was to go 
get the mail or groceries.” 

They didn’t have finger print- 
ing and all the modern scientific 
crime protection aids. “Fingers 
were for curling around triggers,” 
he says. 

One of Gonzaullas’ prize me- 
mentos of law enforcement days 
during the oil boom is a long 


chain that lies in front of the . 


huge fireplace in his headquar- 
ters. 
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URING those early days many 
[) smau towns had no jail facili- 

ties. So, when a bad man was 
nabbed he was handcuffed to the 
chain which was anchored to a.tree 
or building. When the chain was 
filled up, the offenders were 
herded to a county seat where 
there was a jail. 

“Even the toughest of them 
were glad to promise to leave 
town to get off that chain,” he 
grins. “By the time he had spent 
a few days on the chain with 
everyone who walked by able to 
see him there, he was ready to 
holler ealf rope and skip.” 

When you ask Gonzaullas why 
he’s always packing two guns in- 
stead of one when he’s such & 
crack shot, he’s got a simple 
answer — “two guns will shoot 


- longer than one.” . 


“A gun fight,” he says, “takes 
place in the bat of an eye. It's 
fast and furious and you don't 
have time to reload. When youre 
out in the field you may lose a 
gun to an opponent, or drop it in 
a fight. That second gun is better 
than any insurance policy.” 

When Gonzaullas sheathes his 
guns, just three of the old-timers 
he served with and who wrote 
law enforcement history with 
their guns and guts will be left 
—Captain Roy Aldridge, Captain 
Frank Hamer, who killed Clyde 
Barrow and eae wae on :

The RCA system, while 
not exactly illegal, is terribly un- 
official. But the public — at 
least in the New York area and 
eventually in others—has access 
to it as they had access to the 
speakeasy, another highly unof- 
ficial institution in its day.

So is color television—when, 
as and if anyone can afford it. 
As to the merits of the two sys- 
tems, it would be pretty hard to 
determine unless CBS and the 
improved RCA receiver were set 
side by side.

more than 200.items pertaining to 
the American Indian. The show, 
which ‘will continue at least 
through September, is the second 
to be held in the new Martin 
Lammert gallery, at the east end 
of the society’s museum in Jeffer- 
son Memorial, Forest Park. 
Small fry now frequenting the 
place in large schools seem most 
fascinated by such documents -s 
the original treaties to which 
Indian chiefs have affixed their 
mar Other -exhibits are sig- 
nificant as examples of prehistoric 
design, primitive painting and 
frontier artists’ draftsmanship. 
Charles van Ravenswaay, direc- 
tor of the society, has selected a 
few representative pieces, many 
of them never placed on view be- 
fore, from’ several large and val- 
uable ‘collections. Included, for 
example, are Carl Wimar draw- 
ings of 1859 chosen from a group 
of 40 by the artist and three col- 
orful crayon pictures from 48

WO-HAW’S WORK, some of 
which was reproduced in ‘the 
Post-Dispatch PICTURES section 
when the drawings were given to 
the society a year aso, suggests 
that this primitive artist began 
to learn crude perspective during 
his years at the fort. His gain in 
sophistication, however, seems to 
have involved a loss of the true 
primitive’s virtues of decorative 
charm and intensity of nostalgic 
recollection. 

Other primitive qualities come 
through clearly in a painted buf- 
falo robe of the type worn in win- 
tertime by men of plains Indian 
tribes a century arn. Like a child 
depicting what he knows is there 
rather than what he actually sees, 
the anonymous Indian artist. has 
drawn all four feet of each of 24 
horses in the composition. 

Here, too, is strikingly exempli- 
fied the so-called “law of broad- 
est aspect,” in accordance with 
which figures are painted from 
their widest sides, since that 
seems to be the way in which 
they make their bdidest impres- 
sion on the untutored artist, us- 
ually painting from memory. Thus 


all the horses are seen from the 
flank in almost identical silhou- 
ettes, and yet the riders astride 
their backs are twisted through 
a 90-degree angle to display the 
full. expanse of their chests.

THE BUFFALO ROBE de- 
sign, like African work of about 
the same time, seems also to in- 
volve the typical primitive’s nar- 
rative style of composition. The 
story of a skirmish is told 
through depiction of successive 
positions of warriors, their spears 
and their mounts. 

Of the still unexplained pre- 
historic pottery on view, per- 
haps the most interesting piece 
is a jug in the shape of a squat 
squaw. Exaggerated bodily de- 
velopment suggests the Venus of 
Willendorf and the worship of a 
goddess of fertility that this 
similarity implies. 

Recurrent motifs in incised 
beadwork and pottery are .geo- 
metric designs, human faces and 
hands, a turtle’s back and forms 
of birds, plants and mammals. 
Curiously modern and similar to 
beer mugs now being sold as 
novelties is a cup adorned on 
the outside by anatomical attri- 
butes of the kind for which Jane 
Russell and Faye Emerson are 
famous.

Hats look more importanf than 
they have appeared for the last 
few seasons, and this impression 
of importance should have its in- 
fluence upon the hat-wearing 
habits of the nation. A wisp of 
a veil over the nose, or a clus- 
ter of flowers over the ear no 
longer suffice as appropriate 
It takes carefully 
manipulated velour or velvet, 
satin appliques of a glittering col- 
or, a.blaze of jewels or some 
intricate crocheting to give the 
proper finish to millinery. 

‘ Many of the hats are small and 
fit closely to the head. Some are 
given the name of “nuggets” be- 
cause they look like tiny golden 
knots. Others are cap-like in 
their shape and size. Bicornes 
and tricornes indicate an interest 
in greater width while the cloche 
ranges from a very small model 
to one with brim at least six 
inches wide. Skull caps sometimes

ally these brims resemble air- 
plane propellers. The larger hats 
are designed for dinner wear and 
velvet is a favorite material, 
While in the minority, the big- 
brimmed styles indicate a tend- 
ency to recognize millinery as 
deserving of special attention in 
the completed ensemble.

URING the summer fresh 
t season, we look forward 
1*"to special hot desserts made 
with the foundation of rich bis- 
cuit dough and any of the season- 
able fruits.

The home owner does not believe 
that this is fair or equitable. 
Would Retain Mobility. 

Snyder said that-“it is ex- 
tremely important in this period 
of defense mobilization not to 
have provisions in the laws that 
discourage or impair the mobility 
of working men and women. We 
believe that the existing provi- 
sions of the Internal Revenue 
Code—in their treatment of gains

As a re- 
sult of the cheapening of the 
value of the dollar, the fair mar- 
ket value of my home in’ Detroit 


ket value of my brother’s home 
in Cleveland -is similarly $15,000. 
I am transferred to Cleveland 
from Detroit, and my brother is 
transferred to Detroit from Cleve- 
land. We decide simply to trade 
homes. 

“The law now says that I real- 
ize a taxable gain of $5000 when 
I take over my brother’s house, 
and he realizes a taxable gain of 
$5000 when he takes over my 
house. Because we are trans- 
ferred in our jobs, we are each 
penalized to the extent of the tax 
on $5000 worth of increased value 
which, I submit, is not a real 


Calls Tax Inflationary. 


Snyder also expressed opposi- 
tion to the proposed increase in 
the alternative tax on long-term 
capital gains and also to the pro- 
posed tax treatment of related 
corporations.

He thought people were “talking 
about him.” Other paranoids may think “ene- 
mies” are attacking them with “waves” or 
“emanations.” Or like the woman who called 
the police, they may think “bodies” are placed 
in their basements as a “threat” or a “warn- 
ing.” They may think an unknown THEY is 
after them with “atomic waves.” 

Often they try to flee. They may move to 
another city, or another part of ‘town. If the 
“persecution” persists, they may try to erect 
barricades. Some install super-elaborate bur- 
giar alarms. Others may use tape recorders. 
Still others—and the majority—call the police 
with weird complaints against their neighbors. 


Then They “Do Something”’ 


really begins when such people de- 

cide to “do something.” In their frantic 

minds, the idea of revenge cooks and cooks. 

Suddenly something gives way, and they kill, 

like Howard Unruh; or threaten innocent fel- 

low-passengers, as a man did in an airplane 
over California recently. 


There are more such people’than you may 


think. Here in Berkeley (pop. 113,200), police 
get 15 or 20 “crackpot” calls a week. Multiply 
that by all U.S. cities and towns, and you have 
an idea of the tremendous problem. 

That’s why U.S. police chiefs at their last 
convention listened with keen interest to a 
report of work being done cooperatively by 
local enforcement officials here and the Uni- 
versity of California. 

The report was given by Dr. Douglas M. Kel- 
ley, now professor of criminology at the Uni- 
@ Dr. Kelley believes that psychiatry can help

. ey, or woes. he sits down with 


tren Specialist:

Berkeley’s Police Chief, John Holstrum, to talk 
to people who continue to make fantastic ac- 
cusations. Right then, he believes, is the best 
time to spot the cranks who might one day 


lash out at unsuspecting people. This has 


opened a remarkable new chapter in US. 
crime prevention. If such pre-crime investiga- 
tions can prevent a single assault, Berkeley 
police feel the effort is justified. 
@ Policemen, says Chief Holstrum, are' always 
trying to answer the question “Will this dis- 
turbed person prove dangerous to the commu- 
nity?” Best qualified to answer that question 
is a psychiatrist like Dr. Kelley. 
© “A distressed relative will ask us ‘What can 
I do about my brother, sister, or father?’ 

“We can refer him at once to a doctor; that’s 
the virtue of this cooperative program.” 

Since Nov. 1, 1949 (when the Berkeley pro- 
gram started), Dr. Kelley has been helping 
“dozens” of people—some of whom were poten- 
tial sex criminals, thieves and murderers. 

Here’s the kind of case that Dr. Kelley and 
Chief Holstrum consider: 

A Berkeley electrician recently received an 


emergency call from & woman who was known — 


as a chronic complainer. ~ 
“The electric wires outside my window are 
red hot,” she said. “You'd better come quick!” 
The electrician—and police—arrived on the 
double. “Where are the wires?” they asked. 
“Gone,” said the woman, wide-eyed. 
“Gone where?” 


“They got hotter and hotter,” she said,. 


“then suddenly turned into smoke and sailed 


- into the air like a bird, with a big zing!” 


She Slept on an Ironing Board 


NVESTIGATION showed us this woman thought 
@ gang was trying to electrocute her,” Dr. 
Kelley reported. To “protect” herself, she even 
tried to insulate her bed by putting sheets 


of fibre and even an ironing board under her 


mattress. 

She hadn’t hurt anybody—but it’s concelv- 
able, Dr. Kelley thinks, that someday she 
could. 


_What he and Chief Holstrum are trying to 
do is locate such people before they hurt 
somebody. Definite things can be done to pro- 
tect society against sudden paranoid frenzies 
—and to help paranoids themselves. 

One thing, of course, is to have such para- 
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noids committed to a mental hospital—even if 
only briefiy—for treatment. 

>» “This gives us a chance to help them and 
their families,” Dr. Kelley says. 

» Shock treatment is another approach. Often, 
it seems to relieve persons of their delusions. 


In one town, 2 woman was sure that small 
boys were tunneling under her garden. She 
complained to police, and waited for the first 
boy who came along. Police who consulted with 
Dr. Kelley decided to notify her brother. He 
took her to live in his home. 

“Almost certainly,” says Dr. Kelley, “that 
decision prevented an: assault upon an inno- 
cent youngster.” 

@ The program is important because of the 
difficulty the courts have in dealing with men- 
tal cases. 


Will She Hurt Someone? 


NW ONE CASE, Dr. Kelley and the Berkeley 
police started action which resulted ih hav- 
ing a woman committed for examination. She 
was sure she was being attacked with “radio- 
active waves,” and had lined her bedroom with 
lead. Finally, she concluded that her next- 


| door neighbor was “after her.” 


Her case was taken up by the courts later, 
however. 

“The judge released her—because she hadn’t 
YET hurt anybody,” Dr. Kelley said. “The 
judge, of course, was faced with an awful di- 
lemma. He had to protect her, too. Yet we feel 
sure she is going to get worse. All we can do 
now is warn the neighbor to call the police 
if she shows signs of getting more upset.” 

Actually, in most states, it is possible to 
commit a mentally disturbed person before he 
hurts anyone, on the word of two or more com- 
petent psychiatrists. 

But few judges and public prosecutors like 
to do this. And psychiatrists, too, are aware of 
their responsibilities in such cases. 

“We have to know what we're doing,” Dr. 
Kelley says. “Careless, ignorant or unjust work 
by psychiatrists and police could wreck a won- 
derful program for public good. Think of the 


13 lives that would have been saved if Howard 


Unruh had been. committed for observation. 

“Some people are afraid of our ideas be- 
cause of a false belief that psychiatrists ‘think 
everybody is crazy,’” Dr. Kelley said recently. 


Pre-crime investigation might well have kept Howard Unruh (above) from criminal outburst. 


“Actually, the reverse is true. Psychiatrists are 
less inclined than juries—or ordinary citizens 
—to think people insane.” 

How can YOU tell whether a person is de- 
veloping paranoid tendencies? 

Dr. Kelley lists these danger signals: 

@ A strong sense of suspicion of others. 

@ Delusions about the presence of emana- 
tions or “waves” from others. 

@ A marked personality shift—especially in- 
volving a feeling of extreme persecution. 

“Everyone has his share of trouble,” says 
Dr. Kelley, “and it’s normal for anyone, at 
times, to complain that things have gone 
wrong, or that he’s been unfairly treated. 

“But when such complaints become chronic, 
and he begins to dwell on them, he may be 
showing a danger sign. 

“Tt’s not safe to say, ‘Oh, he'll be all right. 
He just thinks people are against him.’ It is 
dangerous for a man even to THINK that.” 

But Berkeley police and Dr. Kelley offer one 

note of caution: 
@ Police receive, and expect to receive, thou- 
sands of legitimate complaints daily. Many 
such calls, naturally, prove to be false alarms. 
@ But no citizen should hesitate to call police 
in an emergency for fear of being considered 
a “crackpot.” To fail to call may let a criminal 
commit a crime. More important, it may en- 
danger your family’s life—or your own!

AST SPRING, when everyone was trying to think of 
somebody to replace Happy, Chandler as Base- 
ball Czar, a mid-western columnist asked: 

~ “Why not appoint a woman? . . . I suggest Helen 
Traubel — a dyed-in-the-wool fan since the days of 
‘Baby Doll’ Jacobson.” 

Why grand opera’s Helen Traubel? Because: 

1. She has owned stock in the St. Louis Browns. 

2. She’s one of the world’s most vocal and adoring 
baseball fans. 

3. She has the physique (180 pounds, 5 feet, 81, 
inches) to argue with team owners on an even basis. 

But if Miss Traubel were made Commissioner, she’d 
have a problem. The fact is, she’s rationed to only 
four ball games a year — orders from her manager. 
Reason: she yells so loud at games that she loses her 
voice for days afterward. - 
@ That’s unusual enough for an opera star. But it’s 
only one Traubel characteristic that makes high- 
hat opera-goers raise their eyebrows. 
@ “I love to laugh too much,” she says. “I laugh at 
everything. To me a joke is funny the 1,000th time. 
I’m one lady who isn’t ever going to get any ulcers.” 

Besides her devotion to the cause of merriment, 
other Traubel enthusiasms set her worlds apart from 
most big-name personalities on the U.S. opera stage. 

Thus, her biggest contribution to the question, “Are 
opera singers people?” occurred recently when she 


shared TV spotlights with Jimmy Durante. 


“I didn’t know what to do,” recalls Miss Traubel. 
“I have such a great.admiration for Jimmy. All I 
thought of was to keep out of his way and not cramp 
his style.” 

Nobody’s style was cramped — unless it was that of 
long-haired viewers. What happened when Durante 
shoe-horned himself irito Traubel’s “Ride of the 
Valkyries” armor and grabbed her spear would make 
composer Richard Wagner gag. It did that to TV 
audiences—but with laughter. - 


She’s a Loyal Rooter 


HAT Passion for baseball is a strictly Traubel 
touch that confounds music highbrows. — 
“T love my good old Browns,” she says. “I follow 
them through thick and thin. They were my first love 
in baseball; I guess I inherited that from my father. 
He took me to see them every other Sunday.” 
@ She not only loves baseball —she loves almost 
everything else that baseball fans love—cowboys, for 
instance, in books, on the screen, over TV. 
@ “I’m just crazy about them,” she says. “T run to 
adie the ‘Lone Ranger’ every evening. I also like 
Tex Ritter and Randolph Scott. And Hopalong — 
everybody loves him.” 
@ She makes only one exception: “I’m not very fond 
of singing cowboys,” she says. “They should be un- 
slinging the six-shooter instead of their tonsils.”

NE.NIGHT in 1939, when my wife Zetta 
and I were camped in the Malay 
Peninsula, the silence of the jungle 
around us was broken’ by a loud 
squawking. A marauding snake had 

a tree and caught some sleep- 
- ing bird. Next:morning we found the scene of 
the tragedy. Black feathers were scattered at 


the base of a tall tree, and about 30 feet up a 


baby bird’s head with wide open mouth ap- 
peared from a hole in the trunk. 
Ali, one of our Malays, climbed up the tree 


and rescued the little orphan. It was an ugly 


fellow, all mouth and nearly naked except for 


a few black pinfeathers. Ali said, “It is a clever 


kind of bird—when it ts older tt will be able to 
talk.”

He ruffied his feath- 
ers, looked at the officer and said in a friendly, 
coaxing tone: “Hello, Joe!” Joe was the name 
of our cabin steward. Fortunately for us it was 
also the name of the customs officer. He was 
flabbergasted. “He knows my name! He’s no 
parrot, he’s a mind reader. Okay, you can 
bring him in!” 


He’s a Real Talker 


YNAHS, as common in Asia as blackbirds 

are in America, can imitate human 
speech perfectly. Unlike parrots, they repro- 
duce the tone and inflection of their owners. 
They can simulate almost any sound. 


Raffles was black, with shiny iridescent 


feathers, except for two small white patches 
on his wings. His beak was bright orange. 

By the time he was three months old he was 
repeating “Hello, darling” with as much afféc-

tion in his voice as Zetta had in hers. When- 
ever he saw Zetta preparing his food, he would 
say in a tone of keen anticipation, “Oh, boy!”

Since he imitated my 
wife’s voice exactly, I often answered—only to 
find it was Raffles that had called. 

Many persons scoff at the suggestion that 
mynahs can think. But if Raffles wanted a 
grape, he would say, “Have a grape!” If we 
offered him something else he would screech 
and repeat, “Have a grape!” When we turned 
on the water in the tub Raffles would exclaim, 
“Have a bath!” If we turned on the faucet in 
the kitchen he said nothing. 


Flirts with Sarah 


AFFLES always said, “Hello! Hello!” when the 
telephone rang. Once when Zetta phoned 
me from outside our apartment, I let her speak 


to him over the telephone. Raffles listened in- 


tently, then called, “Zetta, Zetta!"” and when 
she didn’t appear he pecked the receiver 
angrily. 

One day when Sarah Churchill was staying 
in our apartment in New York a friend tele- 
phoned and asked for her husband. 

“He’s in California and I’m in New York 
alone,” Sarah said. 

@ Just then Raffles, who was perched nearby, 
exclaimed in a seductive male voice, “Hello, 
darling!” 

@ “I thought you said you were alone!” said 
the friend. “Who's your. visitor?” 

@ “I am alone,” protested Sarah, “except for 
Raffles, and he’s just a bird.” The voice sounded 
so human that Sarah had to invite the man 
to come and see Raffles for himself. 

Before Raffles was ‘six months old he had 
learned to whistle “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner” as far as “the twilight’s last gleaming.”
